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Preface 


The now historic Third Annual Area Exhibition held last year continues 
to furnish material for spirited discussion. Because of the Jury's deci¬ 
sion to accept only twenty works from among nearly a thousand 
entries the exhibition was of unusual interest, and focused the atten¬ 
tion of a nationwide public on the artists of this area. For many 
people who live in or near Washington it will long remain a cause 
celebre. Regardless of whether one approved or disapproved of 
last year's show an occasional jolt is not undesirable if one would 
avoid a complacent state of mind. That local artists took the Jury's 
decision in their stride is borne out by the fact that some fifteen 
hundred entries were received this year at the Gallery. 

It has been a stimulating experience to watch Mr. Watkins and Mr. 
Maldarelli at work. In judging the exhibition our jurors, who think 
of themselves primarily as fellow artists struggling with similar cre¬ 
ative problems, were not concerned with what a future generation 
may think of work done today. They were, however, anxious to 
reflect in their choices the many-sidedness of the artistic production 
in this area, so that an intelligent public might gain a deeper insight 
into the complexities of present day painting and sculpture. This does 
not mean that they included examples of all recognized styles of paint¬ 
ing and sculpture simply for the sake of mollifying the various ele¬ 
ments in the Washington art world. On the contrary, they proceeded 
slowly and thoughtfully, seeking a truly individual flavor which would 
make each work a real contribution to an exhibition whose purpose 
is an accurate reflection of the visual problems which interest the 
artists of this area. After examining Mr. Watkin's and Mr. Maldarelli's 
selections I think you will agree that these paintings have been 
chosen on the basis of their own inherent qualities rather than for 
their resemblance to the fashionable patterns current on 57th Street. 


Some of these works would unquestionably command attention in 
an exhibition of national scope; others, were they to be placed in 
stiffer competition, might be compelled to yield to their more polished 
cousins. However, a freshness of approach and a vividness of im¬ 
agination in exploring neglected subject matter, or in combining 
untried shapes and colors, secure for them a valid place in this 
exhibition. 

It is encouraging to see so much enthusiasm on the part of our artists; 
this has been clearly demonstrated both by the number and quality 
of the works submitted. Our grateful appreciation is also extended 
to those individuals and business firms in Washington contributing 
to the purchase prize fund. Their continuing generosity will not only 
enable the Gallery to form a permanent collection of outstanding work 
by artists of its own area, but will also encourage further purchases 
by visitors to the exhibition.

You should understand that we are not here as experts, or as men 
who know. We are here simply as fellow practitioners who under¬ 
take this onerous task of jurying occasionally when we feel our turn 
has come, as an obligation which we owe to our profession. 

The good artist reaching beyond that which is known and acknowl¬ 
edged will bring us a new experience, if by good fortune we are 
conditioned to perceive it. However the biographies of many artists 
before us today show that the cycle of communication may be sadly 
delayed. 

You should understand that we as jurors are fully conscious of our 
fallability in this regard. We are practising artists; our perception 
may be modified from day to day by the impact of new experiences, 
which may change our attitude and opinions tomorrow.
